; leaf, Mr. Joseph 1 Vilson Swan, thu 
well known chemis; of electric light 
ing fame, has presi ntod to tho Royal 
society specimens c f this \vonderfn'- 
ly thin foil, made 1 y depositing gold 
on copper with tha electric current 
and then dissolving away tho copper 
from it with perohloride of iron, i! 
Mr. Swan can bring his process intr

Iho Artificial Hya aa Good on tho Natural

ioial eyes which cannot .be distin- 
guished from natural ones so far as 
ippearance goes. A glance at the 
workshop of an optist will give but 
ittle information as to the process 
of manufacturing an artificial eye. 
It is an art in which a steady hand, 
ikillful fingers and a good eye for 
:olor are the principal tools. 


The optist, after attentively study- 


ng the remaining eye of the cns- 
omer .(assuming that ho has another 
ye), matches it from his stock, aa to 
color, then as to size, and after ex- 
ceedingly, careful measurements and 
study of jthe ocular cavity proceeds 


•f> make h.n eye which will •xactly 
ae like tbje natural ono except that it 
will not see. He uses a peculiar kind 
of ename 
manufact 
for this, rhis onamolisvery smooth 
and extr( mely brilliant 
. 


The oitist takes a picct of tlio 


enamel and heats it, after which ho 


it like glass is blown into a 


bulb tho sizo of a human oyolmll and 
then cuts' out from tho bulb a section 
varying iin size according to tho con- 
dition of' tho ocular cavity. If tho 
patient's eyeball is perfect what is 
called the three-quarter ball process 
is used. A section of tho thin hollow 
bulb is fitted over tho ball, and the 
oyo thpn moves as if it wore natural. 
This is the best method whon tho 
eyeball pjbrmits, and an artificial cyo 


.nd cannot possibly be de
